The vote carne on an a m en d ­ 
ment to cut from ten to eight 
percent the bond limitation 
of 
school districts. School interests 
want the lower debt limitation 
.so that districts may look sooner 
to the state for building aid. 
The senate then passed, 31-0, 
the emergency measure to con­ 
tinue for two more years t h e 
right of school districts to pro­ 
pose bond issues up to eight per­ 
cent of the assessed valuation of 
the real estate in the district. 
Tile permanent limitation is six 


percent. 
The emergency clause is nec­ 
essary 
so 
that 
districts 
may 
place bond issues before the vot­ 
ers in the May primaries. 
The senate also received the 
initiated bill of the Ohio E duca­ 
tion 
Association 
to 
establish 
minimum salaries of $2,400 for 
teachers, with annual increases. 
The bill already is pending rn the 
house.
